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purpose  of  easy  access  and  convenience  of  prompt  medical  treat¬ 
ment,  and  save  expense  and  danger  in  traveling. 

No  hospital  can  be  judiciously  managed  where  the  number 
of  inmates  is  so  large  that  the  Superintending  Physician  cannot 
see  them  regularly  every  day,  without  being  overburthened  with 
this  and  the  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  position;  and,  on  that 
account,  the  number  of  inmates  should  not  exceed  four  hundred. 

While  this  Board  has  urged  these  things  in  former  years,  it 
yet  feels  the  subject  to  be  of  such  paramount  importance  to  the 
welfare  and  happiness  of  the  insane,  and  also  of  the  community 
at  large,  that  it  cannot  discharge  its  whole  duty  without  again 
stating' its  most  earnest  conviction,  founded  on  the  experience  of 
late  years,  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  extend  the  hospi¬ 
tal  accommodation  to  those  parts  of  the  State  where  none  now 
exists ;  and  thus  give  to  those  there  residing  the  same  opportu¬ 
nities  which  are  enjoyed  by  those  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
hospitals  now  existing.  It  must  be  obvious  to  every  one  that  no 
public  authority  can  with  justice  discriminate  in  favor  of  any 
one  class  of  its  afflicted  citizens,  but  that  all  should  be  allowed 
the  same  privileges,  and  have  the  same  favors ;  and  among  these 
must  surely  be  reckoned  the  right  of  having  provision  made  by 
which  all  who  may  become  insane  may  have  the  opportunity  of 
receiving  the  best  medical  care  and  treatment  which  the  science 
of  the  time  will  afford.  No  disease  is  more  amenable  to  treat¬ 
ment,  if  taken  in  its  earliest  stages;  and  no  disease  is  more  in¬ 
tractable  and  attended  with  greater  risks  to  the  families  and  the 
community  after  it  has  once  become  fixed. 

If  these  statements  be  true,  and  all  experience  and  observa¬ 
tion  will  confirm  their  truth,  it  is  clearly  obvious  that,  with  all 
the  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  in  the  State  crowded  to  their  full 
capacity,  justice  cannot  be  done  towards  a  large  class  of  those 
becoming  insane;  and  they  must  certainly  remain  insane  unless 
more  extended  provision  is  made  for  their  treatment  at  the  ear 
best  day;  and  there  is  also  a  large  class  of  chronic  insane  scat¬ 
tered  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  who  are  a  burthen  and  source 
of  distress  and  anxiety  to  their  families  and  to  the  community  of 
which  they  are  members,  for  whom  such  hospital  accommodation 
should  be  provided,  so  that  the  two  classes  of  recent  and  chronic 
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may  be  placed  in  the  same  hospital,  to  the  mutual  advantage  of 
both  parties,  and  more  economically  to  the  Commonwealth. 

By  referring  to  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  receipts  of  the  Institution,  from  all  sources,  for  the 
past  year,  including  balance  in  the  treasury  Sept.  30th,  1870, 
were  one  hundred  thousand,  six  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars 
and  fifty-four  cents  ($100,682.51);  and  the  payments,  during  the 
same  period,  one  hundred  thousand,  five  hundred  and  forty  dol¬ 
lars  and  seventy-two  cents  ($100,540.72),  leaving  a  balance  in  the 
Treasury,  September  30th,  1871,  of  one  hundred  and  forty-one 
dollars  and  eighty-two  cents  ($141.82). 

To  meet  all  the  demands  and  requirements  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  an  ap¬ 
propriation  from  the  state  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,- 
000),  will  be  required. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  Hospital,  for  the  usual  statis¬ 
tical  tables,  and  other  matters  of  interest,  the  Board  would  respect¬ 
fully  refer  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  Board  cannot,  in  justice,  withhold  a  renewed  expression 
of  their  approbation  as  to  the  conduct  and  management  of  the 
Superintendent  and  his  assistants,  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane, 
and  the  great  care  and  attention  given  to  their  health,  >  comfort 
and  welfare. 

They  would  also  express  their  gratitude  to  God,  for  His 
merciful  protection  from  epidemic  disease,  or  other  calamity, 
during  the  past  year ;  and  praying  a  continuance  of  the  same 
Divine  favor,  they  respectfully  commend  the  Institution  and  its 
inmates  to  the  continued  care  and  liberality  of  those  in  authority 
in  the  Commonwealth.

Such  is  the  tabular  record  of  the  operations  of  this  Hospital 
for  twenty  years,  from  October  1,  1851,  to  October  1,  1871 ;  but 
such  record  gives  very  little  idea  of  the  labors  and  anxieties  at¬ 
tending  the  charge  of  so  large  a  number,  with  the  efforts  made 
to  restore,  to  relieve,  to  soothe  and  comfort  the  different  classes 
and  disorders  of  mental  alienation  included  in  the  numbers 
stated.  Nor  can  it  give  any  idea  of  the  great  distress  and  mis¬ 
ery  relieved,  the  fears  calmed,  the  sorrows  and  torments  of  mind 
mitigated  and  removed,  and  the  great  relief  to  families  and  com¬ 
munities  extended  by  the  care  and  control  of  those  who  were, 
by  reason  of  their  violence,  or  their  peculiar  delusions,  a  terror 
to  all  with  whom  they  were  formerly  in  the  most  tender  rela¬ 
tions. 

We  have  acquired  a  greater  degree  of  experience  in  the 
treatment  and  a  clearer  insight  into  the  character  of  the  disease; 
we  have  been  able  to  diffuse  clearer  and  better  views  of  its  na¬ 
ture  and  treatment,  and  have  also  seen,  in  a  great  degree,  the 
operation  of  these  views  in  the  greater  desire  for  early  treatment 
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and  the  more  reasonable  opinions  which  many  have  expressed 
on  the  necessity  and  propriety  of  continued  adherence  to  the  use 
of  medical  and  hygienic  means;  we  have  learned  to  place  greater 
confidence  in  the  use  of  moral  and  hygienic  remedies  in  the 
management  of  a  large  number  of  cases;  but  much  yet  remains 
to  be  done  in  the  diffusion  and  adoption  by  the  community  gen¬ 
erally  of  more  correct  views  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
welfare  and  management  of  the  insane. 

By  the  advance  of  chemical  science,  we  have  been  placed  in 
possession  of  certain  remedies  which  have  enabled  us  to  give 
more  speedy  and  complete  relief  to  many  great  sufferers.  By 
the  use  of  bromide  of  potassium  we  are  now  enabled  to  control, 
in  great  measure,  that  most  fearful  of  maladies,  epileptic  mania) 
and  render  those  afflicted  with  it  vastly  more  comfortable  and 
less  a  terror  to  others,  than  we  were  able  to  do  when  this  Hos¬ 
pital  was  first  opened.  Those  who  knew  the  utter  powerlessness 
of  the  physician,  at  that  time,  to  cope  with  this  disease  and  give 
any  decided  relief,  can,  in  some  measure,  understand  the  great- 
boon  conferred,  not  only  on  those  specially  afflicted  with  that 
disease,  but  on  all  with  whom  they  were  associated,  or  to  whose 
charge  they  Avere  committed.  Then  the  most  distressing  feature 
in  all  mental  disorders  is  the  great  sleeplessness  with  which  the 
greater  number  are  troubled,  and  the  consequent  restlessness 
and  excitement  which  night  after  night  they  experienced,  and 
the  annoyance  to  all  in  their  neighborhood  by  that  restlessness. 
But  now  that  chemistry  has  given  us  hydrate  of  chloral,  and 
physiological  research  has  demonstrated  the  immense  advantage 
of  hypodermic  injections  of  some  of  the  soporific  medicines,  we 
feel  almost  sure  that  we  can  give  sleep  to  the  most  distressed  and 
excited,  and  insure  to  others  a  quiet  night  in  which  they  also 
may  be  able  to  take  their  needed  repose. 

But  there  is  a  great  gain  in  another  direction,  in  the  con¬ 
viction  which  has  gradually  been  gaining  in  the  minds  of  a  large 
portion  of  the  community,  that  the  sooner  any  case  of  insanity 
is  placed  under  proper  medical  treatment  in  a  hospital,  the  bet¬ 
ter  for  the  patient  and  also  for  the  friends  and  family.  This 
opinion  carries  with  it  the  idea  necessarily  lying  back  of  it,  that 
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insanity  is  a  disease  to  be  treated  like  other  diseases;  that  it  is 
caused  by  disorders  or  diseases  of  the  bodily  frame,  and  that  by 
the  proper  treatment  of  these  in  hospitals,  specially  built  and 
specially  provided  for  the  purpose,  there  is  a  reasonable  pros¬ 
pect  that,  as  in  other  diseases,  the  great  majority  will  be  restored 
to  health  and  usefulness. 

But,  while  saying  thus  much,  we  have  to  lament  that  many 
obstinately  adhere  to  the  antiquated  notions,  and  think  that  the 
mental  disorder  can  be  removed  bv  letting  it  take  care  of  itself 

"  ,  m  J 

that  it  will  wear  itself  out  in  time,  Avhereas  it  is  much  more 
likely  to  wear  out  the  persons  afflicted,  or  leave  them  a  burden 
and  souree  of  distress  to  their  families,  and  a  tax  on  the  com¬ 
munity  for  the  remainder  of  their  days. 

But  while  a  large  number  have  profited  by  the  teachings 
of  the  last  twenty  years,  and  have  recognized  the  importance  of 
early  treatment  in  mental  disorders,  and  perseverance  in  that 
treatment,  many  have  not  yet  come  to  a  full  appreciation  of  the 
necessity  of  continuing  that  treatment  until  all  traces  of  mental 
and  physical  disorder  are  removed.  Too  many  think  that  they 
are  better  judges  of  the  proper  period  of  removal  of  any  partic¬ 
ular  patient  from  the  care  of  the  Hospital  than  the  physician 
who  has  given  years  to  the  study  of  similar  cases,  and,  governed 
by  feeling  and  impulse,  rather  than  calm,  sober  judgment,  they 
remove  the  patient  before  restoration  has  been  completely 
effected,  and  thus  keep  too  many  from  ever  reaching  the  greatly 
desired  end,  sound  mental  and  bodily  health.  A  great  gain  has 
however  been  made,  and  we  have  reason  to  hope  that  greater 
advances  will  be  made  in  the  right  direction  in  the  coming  years, 
and  we  sincerely  trust  not  far  off. 

But  as  year  by  year  those  who  have  reached  clear  and  dis¬ 
tinct  convictions  of  the  proper  course  to  be  pursued  pass  off  the 
stage  of  active  life,  it  needs  constant  reiteration  of  the  truth  on 
this  and  all  kindred  subjects,  in  order  that  those  who  are  com¬ 
ing  into  a  position  to  take  their  share  in  the  labors  and  duties 
of  life,  should  also  be  properly  instructed  in  this  most  important 
subject,  and  thus  those  who  are  most  familiar  with  these  truths, 
and  whose  position  and  duties  bring  them  most  frequently  into 
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contact  with  such  individuals,  are  compelled  to  repeat  the  lesson 
year  by  year,  that  none  may  have  the  excuse  of  ignorance  from 
not  having  heard  these  important  subjects  discussed. 

There  is  also,  we  believe,  a  more  intelligent  appreciation  of 
the  true  design  of  Hospitals  for  the  insane  in  the  minds  of  a 
large  portion  of  the  community,  in  that  they  look  upon  them  as 
institutions  for  the  medical  and  hygienic  treatment  of  mental 
disorders,  and  not  simply  as  places  of  custody  and  confinement, 
though  to  certain  classes  of  those  afflicted,  from  the  long  contin¬ 
uance  of  the  disease  and  the  particular  form  it  may  have  as 
sumed,  there  must  be  more  of  a  custodial  than  remedial  charac¬ 
ter.  Many  of  the  afilicted  feel,  and  very  confidently  express  the 
feeling,  which  is  deeply  impressed  on  them,  that  they  can  enjoy 
a  greater  degree  of  security  to  themselves,  and  freedom  from 
annoyance  and  trouble,  in  a  hospital,  than  in  their  own  homes 
or  in  the  community  at  large. 

But,  while  much  has  been  gained,  much  still  remains  to  be 
obtained,  before  the  full  measure  of  success  has  beon  attained  in 
the  treatment  of  the  insane,  and  in  the  arrangement  of  hospitals 
for  their  treatment.  The  community  needs  to  understand  more 
fully  and  clearly  than  it  seems  now  to  do,  that  the  proper  and 
successful  treatment  of  the  insane  requires  the  provision  of  a 
much  larger  variety  of  appliances  than  most  hospitals  are  now 
provided  with ;  that  every  means  which  science,  mechanical 
skill,  philanthropy,  the  fine  arts,  music,  painting,  &c.,  can  supply, 
should  be  furnished  to  instruct,  amuse,  divert  from  morbid  fan¬ 
cies,  occupy  in  useful  labor  or  equally  useful  pastime,  furnish 
food  for  fresh  and  cheerful  thought,  or  keep  before  the  eye,  at  all 
times,  pleasant  scenes  of  social  and  domestic  life,  landscapes  or 
beautiful  creations  of  fancy  embodied  in  some  bright  painting  or 
illustrated  motto. 

The  silent,  steady  influence  of  a  cheerful  painting  on  a 
moody,  discontented  spirit,  may  bring  about  the  most  happy 
results,  and  the  soothing  influence  of  music  has  calmed  many  a 
disturbed  mind  and  fretful  spirit,  though  evoked  by  a  much  less 
skilful  hand  than  that  of  David.  These  are  the  influences  we 
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need  to  cultivate  and  expand  to  the  fullest  limit  and  in  the  most 
varied  forms. 

Those  in  charge  of  hospitals  for  the  insane,  engaged  in  the 
arduous  duty  of  trying  to  lead  hack  to  healthy  action  the  disor¬ 
dered  reason,  need  to  have  the  confidence  and  good  will  of  those 
who  are  in  positions  to  direct  the  public  sentiment  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  that,  when  laboring  with  honest  purpose  and  hearty  en¬ 
deavor,  they  may  feel  they  will  be  sustained  in  all  that  is  right 
and  proper.  They  need  to  feel  that  views  which  have  been 
formed  and  matured  after  years  of  careful  thought  and  study, 
are  not  to  be  rudely  thrust  aside  by  the  visionary  fancies  of 
those  whose  means  of  observation  have  been  of  the  most  limited 
character,  and  who  have  ventured  to  obtrude  on  public  notice 
plans  and  projects  which  have  been  condemned  by  all  who  have 
had  any  expez'ience,  and  which  are  only  calculated  to  involve  a 
vast  expenditure  of  money  and  end  in  utter  failure,  and  distress 
and  trouble  to  those  who  are  made  the  subjects  of  them.  In  all 
mechanical  trades  men  employ,  when  they  wish  a  thing  well  done, 
those  who  have  the  greatest  experience,  and  not  the  youngest 
journeyman;  and  so  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  treatment  of 
the  insane,  the  opinions  of  those  most  experienced,  and  of  longest 
observation,  should  be  preferred  to  those  who  have  no  practical 
acquaintance  with  the  subject  in  any  form,  and  whose  informa¬ 
tion  is  obtained  from  reading  and  occasional  visits  to  some  hos¬ 
pital  for  the  insane. 

Another  great  and  pressing  need  is  the  provision  at  the 
earliest  period  for  all  who  may  become  insane,  and  require 
prompt  treatment  in  the  earliest  stages  of  the  disorder  that  they 
may  be  promptly  restored.  If  there  be  in  Pennsylvania  nearly 
four  thousand  insane,  and  hospital  provision  for  half  that  num¬ 
ber,  it  will  need  no  profound  mathematical  knowledge  to  demon¬ 
strate  that,  with  all  the  hospitals  in  the  State  now  crowded,  a 
large  number  of  those  becoming  insane  cannot  obtain  that  treat¬ 
ment  which  they  should  have  to  effect  their  restoration,  and 
they  must  inevitably  continue  insane  during  the  remainder  of 
their  days,  and  be  a  heavy  burden  on  their  families  or  the  com¬ 
munity.  Justice  and  true  economy  require  that  when  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  community  becomes  incapable,  by  reason  of  disease, 
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of  taking  care  of  himself,  and  his  friends  cannot  give  him  that 
care  he  really  demands,  that  the  State  should  make  such  pro¬ 
vision  that  he  may  be  restored  at  the  earliest  period  and  become 
a  support  and  not  a  burden.  This  can  only  be  properly  secured 
by  the  establishment  of  as  many  hospitals  as  are  really  required 
to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  people;  and  these  should  be  pro¬ 
vided  at  the  earliest  possible  period,  that  those  who  are  now  in¬ 
sane  and  unprovided  for  may  receive  care,  and  those  who  may 
become  insane  may  be  prevented  from  becoming  chronic  and 
dependent.  This  provision  should  be  made  for  all  classes  alike 
in  the  same  and  not  in  separate  buildings,  that  thus  proper 
economy  may  be  exercised  and  useless  expenditures  of  two 
classes  of  building  be  avoided. 


The  health  of  the  household  has  been  good  throughout  the 
year,  and  all  the  operations  of  the  Hospital  have  moved  on  with

The  illustrated  papers  and  magazines  have  been  taken  reg¬ 
ularly  during  the  year  and  placed  on  the  tables  of  the  reading 
rooms  for  the  entertainment  of  all  who  may  seek  recreation  and 
amusement  in  their  perusal.  We  are  indebted  to  that  liberal 
friend  of  the  insane,  Mr.  John  L.  Pierson,  of  New  York,  for  a 
variety  of  books,  a  stereoscope  and  a  very  handsome  collection 
of  stereoscopic  views,  and  also  for  a  large  number  of  very  fine 
large  lithographs  to  be  framed  and  hung  on  the  wails  of  the 
wards.  Mr.  Samuel  H.  Sieg,  of  Harrisburg,  also  sent  for  the 
use  of  the  inmates  a  large  collection  of  magazines  and  papers 
which  were  greatly  enjoyed.  A  lady  long  identified  with  the 
Hospital  placed  a  good  piano  in  one  of  the  female  wards,  for  the 
use  of  the  female  patients.  Many  other  friends  have  sent  us 
kind  remembrances  of  different  kinds  at  various  times. 

Dr.  J.  Z.  Gerhard  has  continued  through  the  year  to  devote 
himself  to  his  duties  with  great  zeal,  earnestness  and  fidelity, 
and  during  my  absence  in  the  spring  managed  the  affairs  of  the 
Hospital  with  entire  satisfaction. 

Dr.  Eeber  left  in  April,  to  engage  in  private  practice,  with 
the  good  wishes  of  all  who  knew  him  for  his  success  and  happi¬ 
ness. 

Dr.  Eobert  J.  Hess  was  appointed  in  his  place,  and  has  very 
efficiently  and  faithfully  discharged  the  duties  of  his  position. 

Mr.  George  F.  Eoss  resigned  in  July,  and  Mr.  Benjamin  F- 
Ivendig  was  appointed  Steward  in  his  place,  and  has  entered  on 
his  duties  in  an  earnest  and  zealous  spirit. 

The  matron,  Mrs.  Ellen  Cole,  has  continued,  as  in  former 
years,  to  give  her  constant  and  diligent  attention  to  her  duties, 
and  has  contributed  not  only  to  the  comfort  of  all,  but  has  la¬ 
bored  at  all  times  faithfully  to  advance  the  best  interests  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  Supervisors,  and  those  attendants  who  have  continued 
with  us  through  the  year,  have  been  very  faithful  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  their  duties,  rendered  more  trying  by  the  crowded 
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condition  of  the  wards.  A  great  many  changes  have  taken  place 
among  the  male  attendants  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

In  bringing  to  a  close  this  record  of  the  operations  of  this 
Hospital  during  the  last  twenty  years,  I  cannot  refrain  from  ex¬ 
pressing  my  warmest  gratitude  to  all  who  have  been  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  during  that  period,  for  the  uniform 
courtesy  and  kindness  which  I  have  received  at  their  hands ; 
and  with  only  one  aim,  the  promotion  of  the  best  interests  of 
this  Hospital  and  the  greatest  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  in¬ 
sane,  with  all  the  strength  and  power  with  which  a  kind  Provi¬ 
dence  has  favored  me,  I  sincerely  trust  that  this  Hospital  may 
be  the  means  of  greater  benefit  to  the  insane  in  the  future  than

“That  insane  persons  may  be  placed  in  a  Hospital  for  the  insane  by  their 
legal  guardians,  or  by  their  relatives  or  friends,  in  case  they  have  no  guardians, 
but  never  without  the  certificate  of  two  or  more  reputable  physicians,  after  a 
personal  examination,  made  within  one  week  of  the  date  thereof,  and  this  certifi¬ 
cate  to  be  duly  acknowledged  and  sworn  to  or  affirmed  before  some  magistrate 
or  judicial  officer,  who  shall  certify  to  the  genuineness  of  the  signatures,  and  to 
the  respectability  of  the  signers.” — Law  of  April,  1869. 

1.  .As  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  are  crowded,  none  but 
recent  cases,  which  have  originated  within  one  year,  can  be  ad¬ 
mitted. 

2.  Preparatory  to  the  admission  of  a  patient,  (unless  when 
committed  by  order  of  a  court,)  the  Superintendent  shall  be 
furnished  with  the  certificate  required  by  the  law,  given  above, 
with  a  request  from  a  near  relative  or  friend  that  the  patient 
may  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  and  a  bond,  with  satisfactory 
security,  for  the  payment  of  board  and  other  expenses  while  in 
the  Institution.  All  private  patients  thus  received,  shall  make 
a  payment  of  thirteen  weeks’  board  in  advance,  when  brought 
to  the  Hospital ;  and  if  taken  away  uneured,  and  against  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Superintendent,  within  that  period, 
no  part  of  said  payment  shall  be  refunded. 

3.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  the  order 
of  any  court,  justice,  judge,  directors  of  the  poor  of  a  county, 
or  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  a  township  or  poor  district,  the 
order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof,  by  which  such  person  is 
sent,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent. 

Those  who  may  bring  a  patient  with  any  such  order  or 
warrant,  will  be  required  to  pay,  at  the  time  of  the  admission  of 
the  patient,  seventy-eight  dollars. 

4.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly 
clean,  and  be  free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infectious 
disease. 

5.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three 
new  shirts,  a  new  and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  of

strong  woolen  cloth,  three  pairs  of  woolen  socks,  a  black  stock 
or  cravat,  a  good  hat  or  cap,  a  pair  of  new  shoes  or  boots,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  comfortable  outside  garment. 

6.  Each  female  patient,  in  addition  to  the  same  quantity 
of  under  garments,  shoes  and  stockings,  shall  have  a  flannel 
petticoat,  two  good  dresses,  also,  a  cloak,  or  other  outside  gar¬ 
ment.  In  case  the  patient  is  so  excited  as  not  to  admit  of  being 
thus  clothed,  other  clothing  that  can  be  kept  on,  that  is  comfort¬ 
able  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  with  a  change  thereof,  may  be 
substituted. 

7.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should 
be  sent  with  those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is 
improved,  and  when  they  attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride 
out,  their  self-respect  may  be  preserved.  In  all  cases,  the  pa¬ 
tient’s  best  clothing  should  be  sent;  it  will  be  carefully  pre¬ 
served,  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose 
above  mentioned.  Jewelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress, 
knives,  &c.,  should  be  left  at  home,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost. 

8.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the 
patient,  and,  if  possible,  someone  acquainted  with  the  individual 
should  accompany  him  to  the  Hospital,  from  whom  minute,  but 
often  essential  particulars  may  be  learned. 

9.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending  and 
attendance,  for  all  who  are  supported  by  the  authorities  of  the 
townships  and  counties,  will  be  three  dollars  a  week.  For  pri¬ 
vate  patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves  or  their  friends, 
the  price  will  vary  from  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  to  five  dol¬ 
lars  a  week,  according  to  the  trouble  and  expense  incurred,  and 
according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  AVffien  patients  are  sent  by 
the  county  or  township  authorities,  payment  is  required  at  the 
time  of  their  admission,  for  twenty-six  weeks  in  advance,  and 
quarterly  afterwards.  When  the  patient  is  supported  by  the 
friends,  payments  are  required  quarterly  in  advance. 

10.  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required 
for  the  payment  of  board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of 
the  patient,  when  discharged,  by  all  persons. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  such  a 
bond  ;  and,  if  strangers,  bring  evidence  of  responsibility, 
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ifrorm  of  Application. 


The  friends  of  patients  making  application  for  admission 
into  the  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  Hospital,  at  Harrisburg,  are 
requested,  with  the  assistance  of  the  family  physician,  to  annex 
full  and  complete  answers  to  the  following  questions:

4.  When  did  the  first  symptoms  of  insanity  occur,  and  in 

what  manner  ? 

5.  Is  this  the  first  attack?  If  others,  when  and  what  was 

their  duration  ? 

6.  Has  the  patient  any  permanent  hallucination;  and  what 

is  its  nature  ? 

7.  Has  the  patient  any  disposition  to  injure  others  ?  If  so, 

is  it  from  premeditation  or  sudden  passion? 

S.  Does  the  propensity  to  suicide  exist  ?  Has  the  patient 
ever  made  an  attempt?  If  so,  in  what  manner? 

9.  Has  the  patient  a  disposition  to  destroy  clothing,  furni¬ 
ture,  &c. ?  Is  the  patient  cleanly  in . habits? 

10.  What  was  the  patient’s  natural  disposition?  AYas 

there  any  peculiarity  or  eccentricity  ? 

11.  Have  any  members  of  the  family  ever  been  insane? 

On  the  father’s  or  mother’s  side?  AVere  the  parents 
blood  relations  ? 
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12.  Has  the  patient  ever  been  addicted  to  the  intemperate 
use  ol intoxicating  drinks,  opium  or  tobacco?  Does 
the  patient  indulge  in  any  improper  habits  ? 

lo.  Has  the  patient  ever  had  an  injury  of  the  head,  epilepsy, 
or  any  hereditary  disease,  sudden  suppression  of  any 
eruption  or  accustomed  discharge? 

14.  What  is  the  cause  of  this  attack? 

15.  Has  any  restraint  or  confinement  been  resorted  to  ?  If 

so,  what  kind,  and  for  how  long? 

16.  Has  the  patient  received  auy  medical  treatment?  Has 

. been  bled,  cupped  or  blistered  ? 

17.  State  any  other  particulars  of  the  patient’s  history, 

which  may  have  a  bearing  on  the  present  attack. 
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
